And there’s no reason to be- 


lieve that American airlines 
are protected from pilots with 
similar death wishes! 

“You have to get your physi- 
cal, but there is no requirement 
for regular psychological or 
psychiatric examinations of 
pilots,” said Brian Alexander, 
a New York lawyer, pilot and 
leading air safety expert. 

In 2010, the Federal Aviation 
Administration announced 
that pilots with “mild to mod- 
erate depression” can fly 
under the influence of four 
powerful antidepressants. 

But in 2004, the Food and 
Drug Administration forced 
manufacturers to label those 
drugs with warnings that the 
medications can increase 
the risk of suicidal feelings. 


Brian insists the real issue isn’t 
whether the drugs improve or 
worsen mental illness. 

As he told The ENQUIRER: 
“Once a pilot is on them, that is 
a red flag. That person should 
be on a heightened level of 
monitoring.” 

Meanwhile, some American 
families have already suffered 
at the hands of Lubitz. That 
includes 65-year-old Ray- 
mond Selke, who lost his wife 
- Pentagon intelligence expert 
Yvonne, 57 - and 23-year old 
daughter Emily in the crash. 

“I have no ability nor wish to 
speculate on what transpired 
on that plane,” Raymond told 
The ENQUIRER in an exclusive 
interview. 

“All I know is a tragedy has 
occurred that has affected my 
family deeply, and we will deal 
with this together.”

“They stopped at a friend’s 
house and Charlie backed her 
into a corner, demanding her 
ex’s number. 

“When she refused to tell him, 
Charlie assaulted her.

He then attacked her again as 
she was curled in a ball in the 
corner.” 


THE ENQUIRER confronted 
Charlie’s representatives with 
the astonishing allegations - 
and his team provided a vastly 
different version of events. 

“Mr. Sheen never kicked Ms.

rrm The nasty divorce 
pushed Charlie into the 
arms of Brooke Mueller. But 
on Christmas Day in 2009, 
he was arrested for domestic violence 
after holding a knife against her throat. 
The couple had been on an all-night 
cocaine binge. 

Charlie was rushed 
to the hospital after a night 
in NYC, where he alleg- 
edly threatened to kill and 
attempted to strangle porn star Capri 
Anderson, who said she saved herself 
by locking herself in the bathroom. 
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to go our separate ways and to 
not spend the rest of our lives 
together.” 

It would have been the fourth 
marriage for the former “Anger 
Management” actor. He was 
wed to model Donna Peele 
from 1995 to 1996, to actress 
Denise Richards from 2002 
to 2006, and to Brooke Muel- 
ler from 2008 to 2011. He and 
Denise have two daughters, 
Sam, 11, and Lola, 9. He also 
has 6-year-old twin sons, Bob 
and Max, with Brooke, and an 
adult daughter, 30, with a high 
school girlfriend. 

CHARLIE’S STUNNING baby 
secret with Scottine was never 
publicly confirmed. However, 
sources told The ENQUIRER 
she was pregnant between 
January and March 2014.

AFTER EACH FIGHT, a re- 
morseful Charlie sent floral 
arrangements “begging for 
her forgiveness,” and blam- 
ing alcohol and drugs for his 
fits of violent anger. 

Said a source: “There were 
many incidents when Scot- 
tine wanted to run, but like 
every victim of domestic 
violence, she feared for her 
life, which also made her not 
want to call the police. 

“She spent many late 
nights crying and debating 
if she should stay or go.” 

Sadly, said one pal, Scot- 
tine began taking pills to se- 
date herself. 

In November, she was hos- 
pitalized following an ap- 
parent overdose after being 
found unresponsive at her 
home by a friend. 

“Her relationship with 
Charlie was more twisted 
than anyone knew,” said the 
source. 

“It was crazy and it affect- 
ed her tremendously.” 

When asked to comment, 
a rep for Scottine declined, 
saying: “She chooses to re- 
main silent on her personal 
life.” 




T HE fiancee of Olym- 
pic star Michael Phelps 
hopes marriage will 
wash away his taste for 
perverted sex sessions.

Angie’s beloved moth- 
er, the late Marcheline 
Bertrand, cruelly banished 
her step-grandmother from 
their lives nearly 30 years 
ago, a source close to the 
family revealed. 

Until then, Angie and her 
brother, James Haven, often 
visited their grandmother - 
and their warm relationship 
comes through in these never- 
before-seen photos obtained 
exclusively by The ENQUIRER. 

But after Marcheline’s fa- 
ther, Rolland, died of cancer 
in 1985, the surviving family 
members battled over his will, 
and Angie never again saw her 
grandmother Elke. 

Now 76 and retired, Elke 
remains heartbroken at be- 
ing frozen out of her famous 
granddaughter’s life, the 
source revealed exclusively to 
The ENQUIRER. 

“Elke used to see Ange- 
lina and James all the time. 
Marcheline would drive them 


up from Los Angeles every 
holiday and in the summer,” 
the insider added. 

In the touching family photos 
from the early ’80s, a young 
Angie gazes adoringly at her 
grandmother over a bouquet 
of roses on Valentine’s Day, 
and the two, along with An- 
gie’s brother, pose in 
clown makeup on 
Halloween. “Elke 
would love to 
see Angie and 
James again. 

She still thinks * I ■ 
about them ev- 
ery day,” the 
source said. 

Elke met Rolland 
on a trip to Europe in 
1974 - a year after Marche- 
line’s mother, Lois, died of 
cancer at just age 45. 

THE COUPLE WED in 1975 
and, were happily married 
for 10 years before cancer 
claimed Rolland’s life at 61. 

Rolland left the bulk of his 
fortune to Elke, while Marche- 
line and her two siblings 
received equal shares in a 
Beverly Hills property, plus 
the remaining shares of a con- 
struction business in Illinois. 

But a dispute over Rolland’s

personal items led to a court 
case between Elke and other 
family members, including 
Marcheline. 

While The ENQUIRER could 
find no record of the legal 
wrangle, it’s understood the 
judge sided with Elke. Marche- 
line was reportedly so furious 
that the last time her 
children saw their 
step-grandmoth- 
er was at their 
grandfather’s 
funeral, said the 
source. 

Years later, 
Elke remains 
baffled at Marche- 
line’s attitude. 

“It was just silence 
from Marcheline - as if Elke 
had never been part of their 
lives,” the source divulged. 
“Elke has no idea what the 
children were told about her. 
When her husband died, she 
didn’t lose just him. She lost 
her whole family.” 

In a heartbreaking twist, Elke 
began volunteering as a men- 
tor for abused children after 
she retired as a family court 
advocate, said the source. 
“She started that charity work 
to fill the void of the grandchil- 
dren that she lost.” 



Meanwhile, cancer contin- 
ued its rampage through the 
Bertrand family - with Marche- 
line dying of ovarian cancer at 
56 in 2007. 

Her brother Roland died of 
prostate cancer in 2009 at age 
53, and her sister succumbed 
to breast cancer at 61 in 2013. 

“The family just got de- 
stroyed by cancer,” added the 
source. 

IN A DESPERATE BID to 

avoid the same fate, Ange- 
lina - who carries the BRCA1 
gene, which puts her at high 
risk for breast and ovarian 
cancer - underwent a double 
mastectomy in May 2013. The 
courageous 39-year-old star 
recently revealed she also had 
her ovaries and fallopian tubes 
surgically removed. 

When contacted by The 
ENQUIRER, Elke said she still 
loves Angie and Jamie, and 
misses them. But she declined 
to discuss the family feud, say- 
ing it was “too long ago.” 

The source added: “Elke 
always knew Angelina was 
special, and she’s very proud 
of her. She just hopes that An- 
gie and Jamie remember her 
fondly, and have happy mem- 
ories of their time together.”

From Whitney Houston’s 
cocaine-fueled drowning, to 
the lives of Anna Nicole Smith, 
Heath Ledger, Philip Seymour 
Hoffman and Cory Monteith 
cut far too short, Hollywood’s 
Sunset Strip has established 
itself once more as a boulevard 
of broken dreams.

particular, is afloat on a sea 
of drugs. The previously pre-

Britney Spears, left, has allegedly checked 
into rehab again - this time to deal with 
prescription pill abuse; Charlie Sheen’s ex-wife 
Brooke Mueller, above, was caught smoking 
from a glass pipe - she was later sued by an 
assistant who said Brooke had sex for drugs while 
high; “Jackass” stuntman Steve-0 was photographed 
snorting drugs off a woman’s body

One tragic example is 
22-year-old Bobbi Kristina 
Brown. The daughter of late 
diva Whitney and singer 
Bobby Brown was found un- 
conscious in January by her 
boyfriend, Nick Gordon, after 
a downward spiral that saw 
her splash out $1,000 a day 
on heroin, the oxycodone 
substitute Roxicodone, Xanax 
and marijuana. 

“I helped them [Bobbi Kristi- 
na and Nick] get it sometimes, 
but not regularly,” Steven 
Stepho, a so-called friend- 
turned-dealer, conceded in 


a new interview. “There were 
times when it got really bad 
- they would be completely 
passed out for hours, just 
lying there on the bed. There 
were times when she would 
be so knocked out she would 
burn herself with a cigarette 
and not even notice. She was 
always covered in cigarette 
burns.” 

WHILE THE OVERDOSE 

deaths of Heath, Cory and 
others have provided the 
most shocking headlines, Hol- 
lywood teems with overdoses, 
failed interventions and rehab 
stints of well-known celebs 


that are never reported, The 
ENQUIRER has learned. 

One Oscar-nominated ac- 
tor is playing Russian roulette 
with his privileged life, still 
snorting cocaine “at the rate 
he did back in the ’80s,” re- 
vealed one dealer. 

“This guy was a leading man 
in his day, and has famous kids 
who have battled addiction in 
the public eye. 

“He could be an amazing 
character actor now, but he 
can’t stop doing coke and 
drinking his way into nightly 
blackouts.” 

According to Australian ac- 
tress Sophie Monk, she once 


saved the life of a mystery 
starlet from a near overdose 
at a Hollywood bash - in the 
daytime!

HOLLYWOOD AGENTS and 

managers are well aware of 
who’s using, who’s recov- 
ered and who needs helps 
now - and routinely tattle to 
other showbiz insiders so the 
druggies can be blacklisted, a 
showbiz source said. 

Despite the threat to their 
lives - and careers - some 
stars have openly admitted to 
using drugs. 

Clean-cut George Clooney 
admitted in 2012 that he’d 
sampled cocaine. 

“I didn’t have an issue with 
it. I’m not a big druggie - not 
at all. Blow is absolutely a 
nonstarter,” he said. 

Jennifer Aniston also con- 
firmed that she smokes 


marijuana. “There is noth- 
ing wrong with that,” said 
the “Friends” star - whose 
ex-husband, Brad Pitt, report- 
edly is a heavy pot smoker. 

The “Moneyball” star con- 
fessed he did “drug damage” 
to himself while married to 
Jennifer, but he eventually got 
“burnt out” and cleaned up. 
“Brad was heavily into marijua- 
na then,” one drug dealer told 
The ENQUIRER. “You’d walk 
into his house, and there were 
different grades of dope and 
lots of bongs and smoking par- 
aphernalia sitting on a table!” 

Back then, the “Fury” hunk 
was notorious for lighting up 
a joint as soon as he woke up, 
a routine he dubbed “wake 
’n’ bake” - one of many leg- 
endary stories the stars don’t 
want you to know. 


■ EARLY MORNINGS on 

TV didn’t stop “Today” show 
anchor Matt Lauer from late- 
night wild sprees.

“I think he used the drug to 
relax,” said the source, who 
knew Matt when he worked 
in local TV in Rhode Island.

the best choices,” said one 
young dealer who operates 
in a notorious drug and gang 
war zone in Venice Beach, 
Calif.

They’re 
not only taking the chance of 
getting arrested, they’re also 
risking their lives.” 

THE LATEST THRILL in Hol- 
lywood is MDMA, popularly 
known as ecstasy or, more 
recently, as Molly. It’s a syn- 
thetic, psychoactive drug 
with similarities to both the 
stimulant amphetamine and 
the hallucinogen mescaline. 
It can lead to seizures, hy- 
perthermia, heart problems 


and even comas. 

In a staggering expose, The 
ENQUIRER also shattered the 
squeaky-clean image of pop 
starlet Selena Gomez - the on- 
again, off-again squeeze of 
marijuana fiend Justin Bieber.

D ON’T just take our word for the gravity of Hollywood’s 
drug epidemic - several top stars have opened up 
exclusively to The National ENQUIRER about their 
struggle with addiction. 

“I almost died,” said actor Charlie Sheen of “Two and a 
Half Men” fame. “There’s no question in my mind that I 
came very, very close to death from drugs and alcohol. Not 
just once, but a few times.” 

But, he added: “The only thing I didn’t do was shoot 
heroin.” 

Former “Partridge Family” child star Danny Bonaduce 
also revealed: “I can’t tell you how many times I’ve said I 
was clean and sober, and fallen off the wagon the next day 
or the next week.” 

Danny said he got clean for good after The ENQUIRER 
bailed him out of jail when he was busted in Los Angeles. 

“I had hit rock bottom,” he said. “You guys rescued me.” 
Before dying of a heart attack at age 51 in 2013, “Sopra- 
nos” star James Gandolfini confessed - in the pages of The 
ENQUIRER - that he’d been in a day-to-day struggle to 
keep clean after a cocaine and booze nightmare.
